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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to independent claims 20 and 65 that inlcude a negative limitation "wherein the MSC 
is not incorporated with a nucleic acid which encodes a connexin" raises new issues that requires new consideration for new matter and art 
purposes. It is relevant to point out that a review of instant specification indicates that there is no explicit support for excluding connexin 
gene. In fact, contrary to applicants' assertions, instant specification directly supports cells that include connexin gene by stating " [e]xpress 
connexins in stem cells, stem cells transfected with pacemaker genes, or stem cell derived cardiogenic cell line(s)" (see paragraph 143 of 
the published application). The amendments with new limitations changes the breadth of proposed claims and therefore requires new 
search and consideration for art purposes and new matter. Therefore, proposed claim amendments have not been entered. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner maintains the rejection of claims 20, 
49, 51, 57, 59, 65-70 and 71 for the reasons of record. To the extent arguments apply to the pending claims, applicant arguments filed on 
06/08/201 1 have been fully considered but they are not fully persuasive, because the proposed claim amendments have not been entered 
and require new consideration as stated above. The rejection of claims 20, 49, 51 , 57, 59, 65-70 and 71 are maintained for the reasons of 
record as applicant's arguments all rely on the not entered claim amendments. 

Claims 20, 49, 51 , 57, 59, 65-70 and 71 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Feld et al (US patent no
